In March, the ministry started requiring suppliers to have their 
name and the last date of sale stamped on egg containers. The 
date must be no later than 16 days after they are sorted. The 
regulations were set to reduce the risk of salmonella poisoning.

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Jews and Arabs in Hebron 
clash over Palestinian flag 


DISTURBANCES in Hebron widened yes- 
lerday as settlers in Beit Hadassah faced off 
against pupils at a ocighboring elementary 
girls’ school for the fourth straight day. Par- 
epis came to their children’s support, and 
youths in adjoining streets threw stones at 
soldiers. 

The focus of the disturbance was the Pales- 
tinian flag, which pupils have flown every 
moming fram the roof of the Kortuba Ele- 
mentary School for girls, 

Settlers have entered the school each day to 
fake it down. Yesterday MK Shaul Gutman 
(Moledet) tried to put an Israeli flag in its 
place. 

Settlers said the Palestinian flag is a provo- 
cation and the IDF ordered it off the school

building to preserve order and declared the 
area a closed military zone. 

Several young girls, including toddlers in a 
nearby kindergarten, were affected by tear gas 
when soldiers tried to disperse stone-throw- 
ers, some of whom threw large rocks onto 
amy jeeps from rooftops. Barricades with 
burning tires were also erected in the street. 

“This is an escalation of the simation by the 
settlers. It is a provocation against the girls" 
school and the people in the city,” said Mayor 
Mustafa Natshe. 

“This is all a provocation by the girls’ 
school. Arabs and groups of Europeans join 
them. According to an agreement with the 


army, we are not allowed to raise the Israeli 
flag in Jericho and they cannot do so where 
Israclis live. The Palestinian flag at the mo- 
ment represents the Palestinian charter. St 
symbolizes what Hitler symbolized during the 
Holocaust,” said Anat Cohen, a resident of 
Beit Hadassah. 

Disturbances in the city have intensified as 
ihe difficulties of negotiators to reach agree- 
ment on redeployment have intensified. 

The disturbances began last week when the 
Islamic court was moved into the old Waki 
Islamic Trust building in the Old City neigh- 
borhood where Jews live. At the same time, 
Hebron Arabs began moving back into the 
area under a Palestinian Authority plan to 
repopulate it with Arabs,

Ex-deputy chief of staff

YOSEF Avidar, former deputy 
chief of staff and ambassador, 
died yesterday in Jerusalem at 
age 89. 

Avidar was bom in Keremen- 
itz, Poland and joined the Ha- 
gana after immigrating to Pales- 
tine in 1925. 

With the outbreak of the War 
of Independence, Avidar was giv- 
eo the rank of major-general, and 
served as head of the Quanter- 
‘master’s Branch, and later as OC 
Northern Command. Central 
Command, and the General Statf 
Branch when he was. deputy chief 
of staff. 

The government asked the IDF 
to release Avidar and appointed 
him ambassador to the USSR 


from 1955-58. Upon returning 
from Moscow, he served as head 
of the Labor Ministry, and later 
Served as ambassador to Argenti- 
na from 1961-68. 

After leaving the army, Avidar 
obtained a doctorate in Sovieto- 
logy from the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem. Avidar'’s works in- 
cluded Baderech Le'Zahal on the 
Haganah’s transformation into 
the IDF. 

Avidar is survived by his wife, 
Yertima, two. daughters, seven 
grandchildren and five great- 

ildren,

Beilin: Palestinians torn between 
independence and cooperation 


THE Palestinian Authority is 
seized by conflicting iropulses to 
cooperate with" Israel for cost- 
benefit reasons and to disentan- 
gle itself from Israel at any price, 
Economics Minister Yossi Beilin 
said yesterday. 

“On the one hand they very 
much want 10 cooperate with us. 
On the other they see in electric- 
ity, ports and such things potent 
symbols of independence.

Hevrat Ha’ovdim 


readies for liquidation 


THE way for the liquidation of 
Hevrat Ha'ovdim, the Hista- 
drut’s holding company, was 
paved yesterday, 

The company’s convention 
adopted a constitutional amend- 
ment ensuring that the Histadrut 
can take control of the funds ob- 
tained from selling off Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim's properties. if and 
when it is liquidated. 

The liquidation of Hevrat 
Ha'ovidim is in keeping with the 
new leadership's policy that the 
Histadrut should not awn compa- 
nies and employ workers. 

At the end of the stormy con- 
vention session. jt was decided 
that the money will be trans- 
ferred to the Hisladmi via the 
recently formed labor fund, to be 
used for covering debts and fi- 
nancing health. welfare, and edu-

United Kibbutz Movement and 
the Labor Histadrut faction 
strongly opposed the move, argu- 
ing that the legal owners of Hev- 
tal Ha’ovdim are the members of 
the Histadrat. 

Labor faction members wamed 
that the Histadrut leadership will 
use the funds to cover debts, and 
then refuse to give severance pay 
to fired workers or honor their 
pensions, claiming a Jack of 
funds. 

They noted that Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim was founded for the workers, 
and the Jeast the Histadrut can do 
is put the liquidation fuads in es- 
crow to ensure the workers’ 
rights.

Health Ministry workers to strike 
despite Labor Court restraining order 


JERUSALEM Labor Court last night issued 
restraining orders against the union represent- 
ing 2,000 Health Ministry staffers who sus- 
pended a 10-day strike two weeks ago, but the 
workers have announced their istention to 
continue with their strike on Sunday neverthe- 
less. 

All districl health offices will close as ἃ 
result of the strike, preventing those traveling 
abroad from getting vaccinations and shutting 


‘down quarantine stations at the ports. Import- 


ed food will not be released at the ports; 
suppliers of goods and services will not receive 
payment; and the supply of vaccines at family- 
health centers will be reduced. 

‘In addition, the strike may somewhat inter-

section of the World Health Organization, as 
ἃ number of Health Ministry staffers are in- 
volved. The meeting opens on Monday in 
Jerusalem. 

Judge Ya'acav Neugeborm heard the argu- 
ments of the Treasury, which said jt does not 
intend to raise the wages of all the staffers, but 
would be willing to offer ‘‘incentive pay’* to a 
limited number of them. He issued the re- 
straining orders against all sanctions, but did 
not explain his ruling.

Grenade fired at US Embassy in Moscow

UNKNOWN assailants fired a 
rocket-propelled grenade 
through the wall of the US Em- 
bassy in Moscow yesterday but it 
was stopped by a photocopying 
machine and caused no injuries, 
the embassy said. 

No motive was known for the 
attack, on the eve of a visit by a 
top US official to Moscow to 
tackle a bitter rift with Washing- 
ton over NATO air strikes in 
Bosnia. 

Interfax news agency quoted 
Moscow's police chief as saying 
his forces had been put on red 
alert after the attack, a measure 
last known to have been em- 
ployed in 1993 during a bloady 
riot by hardliners in Moscow. 

The embassy said in a state- 
ment a grenade launcher, glove, 


black mask and brown bag used- 


to carry the launcher were found 
in a courtyard opposite the em- 
bassy in centrat Moscow. There 
were conflicting reports on where 
the grenade was fired from. 

The grenade penetrated the 
huge Stalin-era building on a 
busy Moscow street but left few 
visible signs on the facade ~ a 
small dent, several smashed win- 
dows and a damaged window 
fedge. 

“At 4:25 p.m. today a rocket- 
propelled grenade impacted the 
front of the old US Embassy 
building on Novinsky Boulevard 
at the sixth-floor level. There 
were no injuries.” said the em- 
bassy statement. read out by 
telephone. 

“The grenade penetrated the 
wall and was stopped by a large 
copying machine.” 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from US President Bill Clin- 
ton or Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin, although relations be- 
tween their countries are already 
uneasy because of Bosnia.

“This was a young man in his 
30s, Caucasian, taller than aver- 
age. He was dressed in light den- 
im,” he said. 

Interfax quoted the FSB Fed- 
eral Security Service as saying 
there was no evidence to suggest 
the attack was carried out by 
Russian nationalists or fighters 


from rebel Chechnya. 

Itar-Tass news agency quoted 
Moscow police as saying the gre- 
nade was fired from a car passing 
along the boulevard.

Rwanda defense chief says soldiers 
killed 100 villagers near Zaire © 


KANAMA, Rwanda (Reuter) - 
Rwandan Defense Mimister Paul 
Kagame yesterday accused his 
own government soldiers of run- 
ning amok and killing about 100 
people in this village near Zaire, 
including the mayor who was 
shot in his bed. : 

Kagame visited Kanama vil- 
lage, a Hutu stronghold, and 
said his soldiers, who are mostly 
Tutsis, used “excessive’ force 
in a rampage, apparently in re- 
taliation for a nearby ambush on 
an army unit by Hutu infiltrators 
from Zaire. 

“I was told about 100 people 
were killed,” Kagame, who is 
also vice president and Rwan- 
da’s most powerful Tutsi politi- 
cian, told Reuters in the first 
official admission of responsibil- 
ity for Monday's early morning 
attack on Kanama. 


“| regret what happened here 
and I will punish those soldiers 
who used excessive force,” Ka- 
game told a crowd. 

Most of Kanama's dead were 
still, unburied yesterday. The 
Hutu mayor, Celestine Setaka; 
lay in a blood-covered bed with 
three bullet holes to his head. A 
book, comb and gas lamp lay on 
a nearby table. Hundreds of 
women wailed and sang hymns 
outside. 

UN officials said 111 people 
were killed and 15 seriously 
wounded. The attackers shot 
villagers in their homes and 
quanes down any who tried to 

lee. 

Most of the dead were ethnic 
Hutus. Villagers said the sol- 
diers came at dawn and killed 
people in their sleep. 

Kagame's Tutsi guerrilla 


force came to power in July 1994 
after driving the then Hutu gov- 
ernment and its army into exile 
in Zaire following three months 
of civil war, 

During the war government 
soldiers; militia and mobs of the 
majority Hutu tribe slaughtered 
up to ogeitaillion Tatsis-and 
moderate Hutus. 

“We're trying to control the 
damage as soon as possible and 
discipline soldiers responsible 
for having gone on a rampage,” 
said Kagame, who went to the 
village to offer his condolences. 

He said the soldiers may have 
killed out of anger following the 
death of an army lieutenant in a 
nearby ambush. 

“But my responsibility is to 
put them before the courts as 
person in charge of the army.” 
he said. 


101 years later, French military 
officially declares Dreyfus innocent 


PARIS (AP) - For the first time since Jewish 
amy captain Alfred Dreyfus was falsely ac- 
cused of spying 101 years ago, the French mili- 
tary has officially recognized that it framed an 


innocent man. 


Last week Gen. Jean-Louis Mourmut. head of 
the army's history department, called the Drey- 
fus affair a “military conspiracy which led to 
the conviction and deportation of an innocent 
man, and partially on the basis of a falsified 


document.” 


His comments marked a significant change in 
the military's official treatment of the famed 
affair. Last year, Mourrut’s predecessor was 


fired for writing an article in an army publica- 

tion suggesting Dreyfus was, in fact, guilty. 
Speaking last week to a Jewish group at the 

Paris City Hail, or Hotel de Ville, Mourrut said 


the case revealed much “about the period, 


its past.

Scientist: Blood stain 
contains genetic markers 


from Simpson, Goldman 


LOS ANGELES (AP) ~ New 
test results found the genetic 
markers of O.J. Simpson and 
Ronald Goldman in ἃ blood- 
stain in Simpson's car, an expert 
testified yesterday, supporting 
findings from another DNA test 
the defense claimed couldn’t be 
trusted. 

Gary Sims, a criminalist for the 
state, testified for the prosecu- 
tion that the recently arrived re- 
sults came from testing known as 
RFLP. He said to get an RFLP 
Tesult, he had to combine three 
bloodstains from the console to 
get enough DNA for the test. 

“The finding of that pattern on 
the console is corsistent with the 
mixture and the banding pattern 
of the defendant Mr. Simpson 
and also the contribution of Mr. 
Goldman.” Sims told jurors. 

Under cross-examination, 
Sims acknowledged he didn’t 
know how well Simpson's Ford 
Bronco was secured by police be- 
fore the bloodstains he tested 
were collected, and he didn’t 
know if the alleged lack of securi- 
ty of the vehicle compromised his 
test results. 

Previously, prosecutors intro- 
duced a similar result from a 
more controversial genetic test 
called PCR, but defense expert 
John Gerdes testified that PCR 
wasn’t accurate enough for use in

It's taken a couple of thousand 
years for the return journey, but at last a 
Japanese leader is about to land in Israel 
for the first time ever. 

Murayama arrived yesterday in Saudi 
Arabia at the start of bis eight-day Middle 
East tour, and will continue to Egypt, Syr- 
ia, Israel (tomorrow and Saturday) and 
Jordan. He plans to also visit Gaza to see 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat, the Foreign 
Ministry said. 

His visit is the third to the Middle East 
by a Japanese prime minister, but it is the 
first time one will embrace Israel openly. 

A Foreign Ministry official told The Je- 
rusalem Post that the prime minister is on a 
mission to help secure lasting peace in the 
oil-producing region so vital to energy 
starved Japan. This indeed is probably the 
bottom line. 

On the agenda for Murayama's visit. 
apart from continuing access to regional 
resources, is the question of stationing Jap- 
anes¢ troops on the Golan Heights. Japan 
is keen to show an ongoing involvement in 
the Middle East peace process and to drum 
up more support for its bid to gain a per- 
manent seat on the UN Security Council. 

There are also opportunities for Japa- 
nese investment and for participation in 
regional projects for transportation and

water. 

Jordan has strongly backed Japan’s bid 
for the Security Council. “We wish to tell 
the Japanese leader that our role in the 
Gulf War was greatly mis-reported, and 
we are all for the peace process,” a Jorda- 
nian government official said. That mes- 
sage that will be easier to sell following the 
peace treaty with Israel and King Hus- 
sein’s actions in the wake of the senior 
fraqi defections to Jordan. 

Jordan is keen to involve Japan in the 
development of tourism centered on the 
new airport project serving both Eilat and 
Aqaba. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak was 
hosted royally in Tokyo earlier this year, 
and will welcome the chance to return the 
hospitality. An Egyptian diplomat in To- 
kyo believes this trip “will give Japan ac- 
cess to assess the background of the peace 
process, developments over Iraq and in- 
vestment opportunities like tourism.” 

Japan's relations with the Middle East 
have historically centered on the Gulf area 
and been based on maintaining continuous 
fuel supplies for its hungry economy. 

Israel of course has no oil. That guaran- 
teed Japan’s firm pro-Arab policies unti] 
the Guif War and the peace process 


changed the regional political scene and, in 
particular, weakened the Arab boycott. 

Now Israel bas taken its place with a 
firm footing in Japan's foreign and eco- 
Nomic ministries. Last year, Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin became the first Israeli 
leader to visit Japan, and in the same year 
trade tumover between the two states 
touched $1 billion each. 

‘This trip is very important for two rea- 
sons,” an Israeli Embassy spokesman in 
Tokyo told the Post. “First it will give 
Japan a chance to fulfill its obligations in 
international peacekeeping. This is a huge 
political step for Japan. 

“Secondly it will allow the Japanese to 
discover a huge potential for economic 
investment as part of a multinational team 
tackling projects in water, transportation 
and tourism.” 

On the other hand. the Israeli govern- 
ment intends to make absolutely clear that 
Japanese assistance to Iran is viewed with 
great displeasure. The second phase of a 
Japanese Overseas Development Aid loan 
to Teheran has been frozen for nearly 18 
months, but Japan is hoping to argue for 
defrosting it when Murayama meets Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton in October,

Password stress leads to memory overload 


automated teller machine hums, 

people in line behind you fidget, and 

you rack your mind again for the 

correct secret code. Is it the date of your 

daughter’s birthday? The combination to 

an old high-school locker?

Good luck remembering. 

Confusion is becoming 2 fact of Ameri- 

can life as people accumulate passwords 

and access codes like a janitor collects 


There now are passwords for office 
equipment, passwords for cellular tele- 
phones and, of course, passwords for com- 
puter networks. Some people even have 
passwords to electronic organizers where 
they keep track of all their passwords. 

District of Columbia lawyer Thomas 
Warrick has so many different code words 
and numbers to remember that he recently 
drew a blank at an ATM in Houston and 
bad to borrow $20 for cab fare. 

Tshya James, of Alexandria, Virginia, 
was frozen out of her office phone mail one 
day after forgetting which code to use. 

“It's ridiculous. } hate it,” said Richard 
Bowman, chief financial officer for First 


Virginia Banks Inc. He has at least six 
computer . in addition to codes 
for the doors of his Mercury Sable, his 
home security system and several credit 
cards. 

“Each one individually is no big deal,” 
he said. “But cumulatively, it’s overload.” 

The distress should be no surprise. More 
people than ever are using computers and 
on-line networks that demand security pre- 
cautions. More banks, telephone compa- 
nies and businesses are offering electronic 
services to make life easier — as long as 
people agree to use passwords. 

But security-conscious administrators 
cringe at easy-to-remember ‘combinations 
such as 1111 or those based on the names 
of children, pets or pet phrases. 

“Kung fu” and “Trekkie™ just don’t cut 
it anymore.

ers,” said Doug Tygar, a professor of com- 
puter security at Carnegie Mellon Univer- 
sity. 

And so people feel compelled to come 
up with nonsense jumbles of letters, num- 
bers and symbols, passwords that resemble 
nothing so much as a cartoon cuss. 

But psychologists say the problem is that 
people generally aren't cut ont to remem- 
ber random strings of numbers and the 
like. 

“It is a major problem,” said Kent Nor- 
man, a psychology professor and director 
of the Laboratory for Automation Psy- 
chology at the University of Maryland. 
“Machines are very good at coding num- 
bers and text. We're very bad at it.” 

The need for passwords is real. As peo- 
ple continue to flock to the Internet and 
other computer services, security and pri- 
vacy issues have become more complicated 
than ever. In the last five years, for in- 
stance, the number of intrusions into com- 
puter systems has exploded. 

At Camegie Mellon's Computer Emer- 
gency Response Team in Pittsburgh, one 
of several dozen sites worldwide that 
tracks such incidents, the number of cases

reported went from 132 in 1989 to 2,341 
Jast year. Each case could involve hun- 
dreds or thousands of computers. said Ter- 
ty McGillen, a spokesman for the team. 

“It essentially mirrors the explosive 
growth of people on the Internet." he said. 
“Information is valuable. People have to 
pay attention to the risks.“ 

Companies are trying to devise better 
forms of security. Some are working to 
create a single “password card™ that would 
be used like an ATM card for identifica- 
tion on all systems. The problem is, if you 
lose it, someone else could take on your 
identity. Others believe the only sure form 
of identification is something biological, 
such as a fingerprint or a voice print. 

Rest assured, at some point something 
easier will come along. 

“The only solution is to get rid of pass- 
words,” said Donald Norman, vice presi- 
dent for advanced technology at Apple 
Computer and author of Things That Make 
Us Smart. “The very thing that makes 
passwords hard to crack makes them hard 
to remember.,.. Memory is just not suffi- 
cient.”

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A reversal of roles 


HE Palestinian Authority announced yes- 

terday that Ibrahim Naffar, a member of 

Hamas’s ]zzadin Kassam military wing. 
was killed while handling explosives in a Gaza 
apartment. Naffar, the announcement said, had 
escaped from police custody after being arrest- 
ed with two accomplices. 

To anyone who does not follow the news 
from Gaza closely, the story may sound unex- 
ceptionable. Few remember that Naffar was 
involved in a dramatic eight-day hunt, touted as 
an example of Israel-PA cooperation in the fight 
against Islamic terrorism. 

On August 10, Israel imposed a closure on 
Gaza, announcing that it had received informa- 
tion that Hamas member Wael Nasser, who was 
planning a suicide bombing in Tel Aviv, was 
hiding in the Strip. The PA, which was reported 
to have agreed to the closure, announced it was 
conducting a massive search for him. Oo Au- 
gust 18 Nasser and two accomplices ~ one of 
whom was Naffar, the other Awad Silmi, want- 
ed for the murder of an Israeli — were surround- 
ed in Naffar’s apartment in Sheikh Radwan, one 
of Gaza City's pro-Hamas neighborhoods. 

Triumphantly, the Palestinian Police an- 
nounced the capture of the three after a short 
gunfight with 1,000 local residents who had 
tried to prevent some 200 policemen from en- 
tering the building. Israél promptly lifted the 
closure. 

Only later was it revealed that the three 
Hamas terrorists surrendered to the police only 
after they had made a deal: Nasser would spend 
only ἃ short time in jail, and the accomplices 
would be released immediately. 

Yesterday the PA announced that Naffar had 
escaped from police custody soon after his 
capture. But the apartment in which he was 
killed preparing explosives was his own. Obvi- 
ously, he was not in hiding; the PA had kept its 
part of the bargain and Naffar had been re- 
leased. 

All this can only mean one thing: the PA's 
war On terrorism is a sham. PA chairman Yasser 
Arafat is obviously not averse to arresting and 
humiliating Hamas leaders who compete with 
him for power and popularity. He may also use 
the arrests to pressure Hamas to agree not to 
mount terrorist attacks from the self-rule areas. 
But he is not about to hunt down those who 
commit the very acts he praises in every speech. 

Israel's response to Arafat’s conduct is limit- 
ed not by legal constraints but by its commit- 
ment to ““‘progress’” in the process. Not 
surprisingly, Justice Minister David Liba’i, 
though ἃ confirmed dove, is in sharp disagree- 
ment with Foreign Minister Shimon Peres on 
this issue. As a jurist, he is clearly offended by 
the PA's obvious circumvention of the Oslo and

Cairo agreements. He has openly condemned 
the three-minute fake trials of wanted terrorists, 
intended not to incarcerate them but to protect 
them from extradition. Like Israel's security 
services, he is aware that the terrorists sen- 
tenced by the PA will spend little more time in 
prison than Naffar did. 

Unfortunately, Israel does not seem to want 
to use even the one obvious recourse the agree- 
ments make available. According to the Cairo 
agreement, Israel can demand to interrogate 
wanted terrorists in areas under PA control. 
(Annex III, Article Ii (b): ** Where the statement 
of a non-Israeli witness present in the Territory 
is required for an Israeli investigation, the state- 
ment shall be taken by the Palestinian Police in 
the presence of an Israeli police officer in a 
Palestinian Facility at an agreed Ipcation.”’) 

Exercising this right would be particularly 
important now. since the numerous intelligence 
sources in Gaza and Jericho have dried up. As 
army intelligence chief-of-research Brig.-Gen 
Ya‘acov Annidror told the Knesset Foreign and 
Security Affairs Committee on Tuesday, ‘*Isra- 
el's intelligence capabilities in the Gaza Strip 
have been reduced to zero, and a similar situa- 
tion is liable to prevail in Judea and Samaria 
when we transfer control to the Palestinian 
Authority.”’ 

But if yesterday’s pronouncements by Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Peres and Environment 
Minister Yossi Sarid are any indication, Israel 
will insist neither on the extradition of the 
wanted terrorists nor on their interrogation. Ea- 
ger to find the silver lining in the PA’s latest 
violation of the agreement, Rabin quipped to 
journalists in Kiev that the seven-year prison 
sentence the killers of Uri Shahor and Ohad 
Bachrach at Wadi Kelt received in Jericho was 
not such a bad outcome after all. “In Israel I 
have seen the likes of them released after only 
four years in prison,"’ he said. 

The government’s eagemess not to let terror- 
ism get in the way of the peace process may be 
understandable. The Oslo agreement might col- 
lapse if it did. But it may be instructive to 
examine the difference between Israel's posi- 
tion on wanted killers and the way the US and 
the Western democracies have treated Libya’s 
refusal to extradite the two men involved in the 
bombing of Pan Am 103 over Lockerbie. 

Offers by Libya to try the men on Libyan soil. 
even in the presence of foreign observers, were 
summarily rejected. On American and British 
insistence, tough international sanctions have 
been imposed on Libya and observed by almost 
all nations except Egypt. In what seems to be ἃ 
reversal of roles, Israel has become soft on 
terrorism, while the West displays determina- 
tion and resolve. 


KIBBUTZ SASA 

Sir, ~ lt is gratifying to note that 
The Jerusalem Past pays tribute to 

‘the founders of Kibbutz Sasa in its 
articles on the kibbutz of July 22, 
1994, and August 21, 1995. Howev- 
er, in the latter article, by Irving 
Moskowitz, there is a definitely un- 
fair comparison to the West Bank 
setters. 

Mr. Moskowitz quotes selectively 
from our 1949 diary, implying that 
we had no misgivings about occupy- 
ing an Arab village. But the begin- 
ning of the quoted paragraph reads: 
“Lum thinking of the deserted vil- 
tage of Sasa... and the lives of the 
Arabs who lived here."’ 

And a further quote from aur Pes- 
sah Hageada of the same year: 
“Once there was an Arab village 
here. The clouds of Sasa Moated 
high over others one year ago. The 
Men worked their plots and tended 
their Docks while women busied 
themselves at baking their bread... 
And when we came the desolation 
of their lives cried τὸ us through the 
tuins they Jef behind. Cried tu us 
and reached our hearts, colored our 
evervday lives.”* 

This hardly reads as “never seem 
to have been particularly troubled 
ubout their past."* 

Here ate some puints for a true 
picture. At the end of hostilities in 
Galilee, in 1949, we were sent τὸ 
establish the first Jewish settlement 
in this border area to help ensure the 
existence of the fledgling Jewish 
State. This was a top-priority securi- 
iy spot and we hud no choice of site. 
Our first agricultural instructor was 
ἃ fespected farmer from the Arab 
village Jish (Gush Halav). From 
then until now. we have excellent 
personal and business relations with 
our surrounding Arab oeighbors. 

hi is not correct to compare his- 
torical events that occurred under 
different circumstunces. and it is ob- 
vious that neither we nor the right- 
wing settlers can be Mattered by 
your correspondent’s cumparison. 

Our motivations are completely 
different,

Rabin’s playing with fire 


VER a week has passed 

since the murder of Dan- 

iel Frei by a knife-wield- 
ing Palestinian terrorist in his 
Ma‘aleh Michmash home, some 
12 km. from Jerusalem. The 
shock of the brutal attack on 
Daniel and his pregnant wife 
Mara in this predominantly ‘‘An- 
glo-Saxon"’ settlement is height- 
ened daily by the government's 
callous indifference, 

According td 32-year-old Shi- 
mon Riklin, an Israeli-bom resi~ 
dent of Ma’aleh Michmash: 

“There isn’t a single soldier 
anywhere near the settlement to 
protect us, night or day. Some- 
body else could be knifed to 
death at any time. Our prime 
minister and his government 
couldn't care less what happens 
to us. We have simply been aban- 
doned. 

“The army sent a jeep for a few 
days, then vanished. 

“They want us to run away. 
But we won't. We'll be here long 
after Rabin has gone.” . 

The anxiety is understandable. 

Riklin and his wife live two 
doors away from the Frei home. 
The morderer first targeted Rik- 
lin’s home, but the family dog 
frightened him away.. The mur- 
derer then broke into the Frei 
home. 

Riklin resents claims that set- 
ers in Ma’aleh Michmash reject- 
ed the offer of a protective fence. 

The army's proposal was to 
build a fence a mere five meters 
from the residents’ homes which, 
settlers claim, would have been 
useless. Any Palestinian bent on 
murder could approach it and fire 
away at bis human targets from 
point-biack range. 

Over the past few days, the 
setilers have built a road encir- 
cling Ma‘aleh Michmash about 
100 meters from their homes. 
This is where they want the secu- 
rity fence to be built. 

According to an intelligence 
expert we spoke to, security

chiefs have attuned themselves to 
the government's belief that Ara- 
fat will clamp down on Hamas 
and its suicide bombers. Some 
security heads are feeding the 
premier with fallacious claims 
that this policy is working. 

‘The settlers of Ma’aleh Mich- 
mash and, indeed, the rest of the 
country have seen how resolutely 
this policy is being carried out.

PLO killers as security chiefs in 


Nablus and Ramallah, towns the 
government is passing over to 
Palestinian Authority control. 

Abu Firas, 48, born in a village 
close to Jerusalem, was responsi- 
ble for a terrorist attack io the 
capital's Jaffa Road in the 1970s. 
He was also involved in the Mu- 
nich Olympics massacre in 1972. 

Then-prime minister Golda 
Meir ordered Abu Firas and the 
rest of the PLO gang involved in 
the massacre to be hunted down 
and killed. Abu Firas escaped at 
Teast one attempt on his life be- 
fore seeking shelter in Tunisia. 

Now Arafat wants him as his 
lawman in Ramallah. 

The second thug with the blood 
of both Jews and Arabs on his 
hands is Mahmoud Al-Aloul. 
Based in Tunisia for many years, 
be was overall commander of all 
PLO terrorist attacks in Samaria. 

Arafat now wants him as the 


boss of all police and security af- 
fairs in Nablus; and he expects 
him to adopt the ruthless style of 
ΠΌΤ} Rajoub, Arafat's security 
chief for Judea and Samaria. 

In deciding how to react to the 
importing of these hit-men, Ra- 
bin finds himself in great difficul- 


ty.

The PLO gangsters are well 
equipped to launch a reign of ter- 
ror among fellow Palestinians. 
This is current government the- 
ory. Even pro-Arafat supporters 
admit that he is increasingly be- 
having like a ruthless tyrant. 


As a security professional told - 


us: “The two homs of Rabin's 
dilemma over accepting Arafat's 
most bloodthirsty chieftains now 
resemble the homs of the devil 
himself, The outcome of giving 
free rein to men like Abu Firas, 


Al-Aloul and Jibril Rajoub is — 


predictable.’ 

They have the same aims 
Hamas, the professional ex- 
plained. Why should they anger 
the vast majority of the Arab 
population both in Israel and the 
territories by attacking men re- 
garded as heroes and martyrs? 

“The present policy will open 
up a homet’s nest of terrorism, 
the like of which this country has 
ΠΌΝΟΙ seen,’ said the security 
man.

How to educate the ‘me’ generation 


YOSEF GOELL 


'ELCOME to the “‘me" 
generation, in which 
“self-actualization™ and 


“feeling good" are ail. 

In American education, this is 
manifested in a growing emphasis 
on private schools. Parents who 
can afford it are increasingly es- 
chewing off-the-rack, produc- 
tion-line education for the 
masses. Αἱ the same time, public 
education is being neglected. 

In this country, a number of 
elite schools, specializing in the 
arts, sciences, environmental 
Studies, etc. have sprouted up in 
recent years. As is the case with 
our “gray medicine,“ which com- 
bines private medicine with an 
exploitation of public medical fa- 
cilities (thereby cutting the astro- 
nomical costs of American-style 
private treatment), our special- 
ized schools are ensconced within 
the framework of the state-fund- 
ed public-school system. 

Critics of these specialized 
schools often charge that they 
circumvent the integration of di- 
verse students. This integration 
bas been a characteristic of our 
junior and senior high schools for 
the past 25 years. 

One of the most impressive ex- 
amples of such specialized 
schools is Jerusalem's Academy 
of Arts and Sciences. A residea- 
tial school which has been operat- 
ing for six years, its current in- 
take consists of 170 students from 
all over the country. It is dedicat- 
ed to the concept of excellence in 
education, a commitment en- 
hanced by its beautiful campus 
cradled near the Emek Refaim 
valley between the Kiryat Hayo- 
vel and Maiha neighborhoods. 

Rafi Amram, the academy's 
founder and principal, vehement- 
ly denies that his school is bad for 
integration. He notes that, in 
having a roster which includes 30 
new immigrants, 10 religiously 
observant pupils (in an otherwise 
secular school), children from 
kibbutzim and 10 Arabs, (Mos- 
lems, Christians and Beduin), the 
school is unique. 

A couple of weeks ago the elite 
school hosted a week-long semi- 
nar devoted to the links between 
creativity and moral behavior. 
Four top US academic experts in 
psychology and education Jed the 
seminar's workshops and ad- 
dressed its concluding day-long 

public session, . 

Over 400 educators, ministry 
and school administrators, teach- 
ers and counselors (many of them 
men, despite the renowned femi- 
hization of the teaching profes- 
sion) overflowed the auditorium, 
only two days before the opening, 
of the new school year, to bear of

some of the new trends in Ameri- 
can educational thinking. The 
message brought by the visiting 
experts was summed up in the 
seminar’s program, which said: 

“Sooner or later, the quality of 
community life in any society will 
suffer unless the society's leading 
achievements become dedicated 
to the common good. This has 
been widely recognized in many 
traditional civilizations, where 
the worth of any innovation is 
tested against a standard of sodial 
responsibility. Indeed, classic 
philosophy has always linked the 
tme and the good, the beautiful 
and the useful. 

“Yet, modern culture has been 
drifting away from any sense of 
mion creative achieve- 
ment and social responsibility. 
Instead, we see an ever-widening 
gap between, on the one hand, 
acts of creativity. discovery and

self-expression and, on the 
other, ethical and moral con- 
cerns. 

At the same time, the fabric of 
community in contemporary soci- 
ety is clearly fraying. 

“We believe that the co-occur- 
rence of these two trends is not 
accidental, and that it is ominous 
for our civilization.” 

Speaking on the subject of 
forging a link between creativity 
and moral responsibility, Prof. 
William Damon, of Brown Uni- 
versity’s education department, 
said that one of the characteris- 
tics of creative people is that they 
do not compartmentalize their 
lives. Rather they constantly in- 
tegrate their personal and profes- 
sional goals with their moral 
values. 


IN HIS recent book Greater Ex- 
pectations, Damon argues that as

a culture, the US has come to 
accept some very dangerous be- 
liefs about raising children -- be- 
liefs that have produced "ἃ gen- 
eration of poorly educated, 
apathetic and amoral children.” 
Drawing on his research and 
work in schools, Damon presents 
a program that would reintro- 
duce intellectual rigor in educa- 
tion, capitalize on children’s mor- 
al virtues and stem the tide of 
moral relativism that he says 
dominates American schools. 
According to Damon, the pri- 
ofity given to the comfort and 
happiness of the child has aggra- 
vated the decline in educational 
rigor and the sense of moral re- 
sponsibility. This is expressed in 
the emphasis on “self-esteem” 
and ‘feeling good about oneself” 
rather than in serving others. The 
irony of it all, he finds, is that 
there are so many unhappy kids. 


As American as apple pie — almost 


ROF. Mihaly Csikszenunihalyi is the first to 
admit that his moniker is a challenging mouth- 

ful. So did be ever consider Americanizing it? 
“No, I drew the red line at that. The name means 
St. Michael’s valley, which refers to a tiny valley in 
Transylvania. But I was born in Fiume [in Croatia], 
where my father had served as Hungarian consul, I 
came to the US at an early age, and 1 am very 
American in many ways. But I was determined to 


keep my family name.” 

Chairman of the psychology department at the top- 
flight University of Chicago and a leading authority in 
the psychology of peak experiences and creativity, 
Prof. Csikszentmihalyi is proud of the fact that his two 
adult children have also insisted on retaining the 
family name. For other American and Israeli mortals 
who find wrapping their tongues around that little 
piece of Hungary daunting, he is known as “Mike.~ 


Damon wants the introduction 
of youth charters to instil} a sense 
of community in youngsters. 

Another of the panelists, Prof. 
Mihaly Csikszentmihalyi. quoted 
Plato in saying that the purpose 
of education “is to help young 
people find pleasure in doing the 
Tight things. To which he added, 
“The problem is that we are ap- 
parently biologically pro- 
grammed to get pleasure not nec- 
essarily from the right things, and 
all the more so in the modern 
world, with its sowing emphasis 
on sex, drugs, mindless consum- 
erism and the like.“ 

But what are the “right 
things"? 

According to Csikszentmiha- 
lyi. they are “those that allow for 
the development of the individ- 
ual's potential, those that make 
possible living in human society.“ 
and those that make any culture 
ticher and more complex. 

Csikszentmihalyi has teamed 
up with Damon and feltow-pan- 
elist Prof. Howard Gardner of 
Harvard to study “humane cre- 
ativity” at the Stanford Universi- 
ty Center for Advanced Study in 
the Behavioral Sciences. He has 
conducted in-depth interviews 
with close to 100 leading creative 
artists, scientists and thinkers -- 
most of them in their late 60s to 
90s — in an attempt to draw on 
their life experiences. 

In this study he found that 
nearly all his subjects were moti- 
vated in their creative lives by 
important values (often hidden 
behind their professionalism). 
This only came out in the private 
interviews, and many admitted 
that they would have been em- 
barrassed to propound these hu- 
mane values openly or teach 
them to their students. 

He noted that most adults had 
lost the conviction that they have 
the right to tell their children 
what to do, He added that the 
same phenomenon cropped up at 
the Jerusalem Academy work- 
shop, at which the aritude of 
many teachers was: "Who am I to 
impose my values on the kids?” 

He found much more positive 
responses among the 14- and 15- 
year-olds at the workshops (and 
was extremely impressed by their 
ability to express themselves in 
English). This was an expression 
of the natural idealism of that 
age, he explained. “But even 
there,” he added. “much of this 
youthful idealism was expressed 
in terms of their right to do their 
own thing. 

“I say that part of being ἃ 
teacher includes the need to im- 
part values and the sense of a 
social covenant, which alone 
makes social life enriching and 
possible,”

Application: attach the skinny plastic 
nozzle to the hole in the head of the 
aerosol can. Read instructions on the 
label, since brands vary slightly. Spray 
along the crevice where two moving 
parts meet, with the tip of the nozzle 
touching the area (along the shaft of a 
hinge, for example, or along the edge of 
a nut, where it touches the bolt). Wait a 
good half hour, and then tap gently 
with a small hammer to loosen. [f free 
movement is still not achieved, repeat 
the process. 

After loosening is complete, spray 
anti-rust lubricant on the same area (if 
the parts are steel or iro), or drip 
sewing-machine oil onto it (if the parts 
are plastic or other metals). This use of 
viscous oil after loosening will prevent 
future jamming. 


Anti-rust lubricant is used for iron 
and steel items which must be kept rust- 
free on a regular basis. These include: 
firearms, car locks and hinges, bike ca- 
bles and gears, and roller-skate wheels. 
If such items get rusty, they must be 
sanded with a steel brush, emery paper 
or steel wool before applying anti-rust 
lubricant. 

Note: each of these oils is inter- 
changeable, but it is most effective to 
use each for its specific function. 

Graphite powder (the material pencil 
lead is made of) should be used to 
loosen toothed keys which stick or jam 
when inserted into cylinder locks (re- 
quiring a lot of tugging and jiggling). 
Do not apply oils for this purpose, since 
cold temperatures cause even penetrat- 
ing oil to become viscous — which can 
prevent free movement of small parts. 


(You can make your own powder by 
scraping the lead from a pencil with a 
utility knife.) 

To apply: hold the unfolded paper 
containing the graphite in the palm of 
your hand, and dip the teeth of the key 
into it. Insert and extract the key. Then 
dip again and repeat insertion. Do this 
three or four times. Once the key 
moves freely in the lock, you should 
clean it with a dry tissue. 

Switch-cleaning (contact) lubricant 
cleans and maintains electronic plugs 
and sockets. (Though it can also be 
used on certain electrical appliance 
panels as well, we’re only dealing here 
with electronic equipment.) Stereo sys- 
tems, TV games, detachable car radios, 
computers, etc.. all have sockets and 
plugs (not the ones connecting them to 
the electricity, but rather, the kind 
which connects a printer to a computer, 
or headphones to a TV or stereo). 

Note: Do not apply to 
CD/VCR/tape-recorder heads, clectri- 
cal sockets and plugs, computer key-

KIEV (AP) -- Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin tumed fram poli- 
tics to rade on the second day of 
an official visit to Ukraine, urging 
the two countries to expand ties. 

“Ἢ is very important for 
Ukraine to reorganize its trade 
with the entire world,’ Rabi 
told representatives of Ukraine's 
business community during the 
Opening of an Israeli Chamber of 
Commerce at the Israeli Embassy 
here. 


“For dozens of years an Lron 
Curtain separated the people of 
Ukraine and Israel. 1 view the 
opening of the Chamber of Com- 
merce as a great step.”” 

[srueli_ officials said wade be- 
tween Ukraine and Israel totaled 
$50 million annually and said in- 
creasing that figure is a main pur- 
pose of Rabin's visit. 

Ukrainian Minister of Foreign 
Economic Affairs Serhei Osyka 
said are no Jogical reasons why 
trade shouldn’t increase quickly. 

“In good conditions, we will 
have enough common sense, wis- 
dom, and luck to develop trade,” 
he said, 

Al a press conference Tuesday, 
Ukrainian Prime Minister Yev- 
hen Marchuk said an agreement 
on liberalizing trade signed by the 
two countries two months ago 
should be ratified by the Ukraini- 
an parliament soon and open the 
way to better economic ties. 


Ukraine, he said, is particular- 
ly interested in the fieids of phar- 
macology and agriculture, 

Rabin also met with Ukrainian 
President Leonid Kuchma and 
Parliamentary Speaker Olek- 
sandr Moroz, and opened an Is- 
raeli Cultural Center. 


Later, he visited the main Kiev 
synagogue, taak a short boat 
cruise, and thea attended a spe- 
cial concert given in his honor by 
Kiev’s Jewish coramunity. 

“T jeave Ukraine with the im- 
pression that we have taken a 
good step ahead enabling our re- 
lations to develop in the best di- 
rection,"’ he said at the concert. 

There are 500,000 Jews regis- 
tered as residents of Ukraine, al- 
though unofficial estimates range 
as high as 1 million. Approxi- 
mately 300,000 Ukrainian Jews 
already have emigrated to Israel]. 

The previous day, he expressed 
his concern over the export of 
Russian ouclear technology to 
Tran, but stopped short of criticiz- 
ing Ukraine for reported arms 
sales to the Middle East. Rabin 
flew to Moscow last night for 
meetings with top officials today. 

Yesterday, an editorial in the 
English tanguage Teheran Times 
wamed Rabin to not put pressure 
on Russia to its nuclear technol- 
ogy deal with fran.

Court orders gov’t to justify 
GSS shaking of prisoners 


State attorney says method needed to prevent terrorism 


THE High Court of Justice yesterday gave the Min- 
isterial Committee on the General Security Service 
60 days to explain why GSS interrogators should not 
st.p violently shaking prisoners during questioning. 
The order was issued at the request of the Associ- 
ation for Civil Rights in Israel, but the court turned 


down ACRI’s request to issue a temporary restrain-— 


ing order preventing the GSS interrogators from 
practicing this form of interrogation unl a further 
discussion of the issue. 

ACRI lawyer Dao Yakir argued that without 
clear criteria regarding the GSS interrogators’ au- 
thority, the regulation allowing violent shaking of 
prisoners had taken precedence, and its legality 
should be looked into. He argued that the general 
authority granted by law to the government to act in 
cases wutside its field of authority does not include 
the authority 10 violate an individual's rights. 

One of the claims justifying such action by GSS 
interrogators is the so-called ‘necessity defense,” 
that is the need to prevent hostile acts allows GSS 
agents to violate the law barring such behavior. 

However, Yakir said that “tit would be dangerous 
to determine that the state's necessity defense allows 
it to violate all an individual's rights,”’ 

He said the “necessity defense’ only exists in 
unforeseen situations, and cannot be used in cases 
where such action is prepared in advance, as in the 
guideline permitting GSS agents to violently shake 
prisoners. He said the granting of permission for 
using such violence had led to the death of Hamas 
member Abdel Harizat. 

“Does a tragedy have to occur for the GSS inter- 
rogators to be authorized to use unusual methods?"’ 
Justice Tova Strassberg-Cohen asked Yakir. 


Justice Yitzhak Zamir told Yakir that his ap- 
proach raised an operative difficulty. Even if he 
canceled the order allowing such methods, he said, a 
policeman who saves lives by using them would not 
face criminal charges, and if he did, would be found 
innocent if he could prove the ‘‘necessity defense.”’ 

Zamir added that while it would be up to the 
individual GSS agent to decide whether he would 
use such measures, his commander could tell him 
that if he used it to save lives, the attorney-general 
and the state attorney would not order him prosecut- 
ed, but could not guarantee he would not be tried. 

“Do you think that even when lives are at stake 
he’ll take the chance? Isn't this a bit two-faced?” 
asked Zamir, 

Yakir said he wasn't interested in abandoning 
GSS agents to their fate, but that violence should be 
used sparingly in GSS interrogations. 

The state attorney's representative Shai Nitzan 
asked the court to reject the petition, saying it was 
too general. He added that the decision regarding 
the use of violent shaking was in the bands of senior 
GSS officials, and not all interrogators. 

He said GSS interrogators get approval to use the 
method only in unusual cases of ‘ticking bombs," 
and quoted from a ruling by Supreme Court Presi- 
dent Aharon Barak stating that the decision to use 
such force must be made by the government, not by 
any GSS interrogator. 

Nitzan said the frequent use of this method stems 
from the terrorist groups’ actions. “‘What can we do 
if ἃ bus blows up every month’ he asked. 

He said the GSS had recently prevented 10 at- 
tempted car bombings, seven attempts to kidnap 
soldiers, and several attempted murders. (tim) 
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Arab League 
asks Gaddafi 
to suspend

CAIRO - The Arab League asked 
Libyan lesder Muammar Gaddafi 
yesterday to suspend the expul- 
sion of the 30,000 Palestinians res- 
ident in Libya. 

Arab League Secretary-Gener- 
al Esmat Abdel-Meguid tele- 
phoned Gaddafi with the request 
after talks earlier in the day with 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat, 
an Arab League source said.

Dozens of Palestinians have 
been thrown out in recent days, 
and many are trapped at the 
Egyptian-Libyan berder with no 
place to go. Lebanon closed its 
borders after about 400 entered, 
and Egypt is restricting entry only 
to those Palestinians with resi- 
dence permits for Egypt or the 
Gaza Strip. 

Several hundred Egyptian 
workers also have been sent home 
from Libya. ; 

Arafat brought up the subject 
talks with Abdel-Meguid yes- 
terday, a day after he met with 
Egyptian President Hosni

Arafat told reporters he had 
urged them “‘to take action and 
study the expulsion of Palestinians 
from Libya.”

US presses eastern Europe to:return 
Jewish property seized in Holocaust 


BRUSSELS (AP) - The United States joined inter- 
national Jewish groups yesterday in urging former 
Communist nations in central and eastem Europe to 
return Jewish property seized during Nazi 
occupation. 

US envoy Stuart Eizenstat said it was urgent the 
Testitution should start soon to help the few remain- 
ing Holocaust survivors. 

“One of the first priorities is to see that income 
can be given to these survivors so they can live their 
remaining lives in some degree of grace, without 
poverty,’’ he told reporters during a meeting orga- 
nized by the World Jewish Restitution 
Organization, 

Eizenstat, Washington's ambassador to the Euro- 
pean Union and special envoy on Jewish restitution 
issues, said Hungary and Romania had signed agree- 
ments that should open the way to a retura of Jewish 


property. 
The United States, he said, would continue ‘diplo- 
matic efforts to ensure other nations followed suit. 


Since the collapse of the east bloc, Jewish groups. 


have been lobbying to recover private property and 
communal buildings such as synagogues, schools 
and hospitals confiscated by the Nazis and their East 


European allies and later taken over by Communist 
es. 

They also seek the retin of’ millions of dollars 
placed in Swiss bank accounts by Jews killed in- the 
Nazi genocide and money stolen .by the Nazis and 
placed in secret Swiss accounts.. 

Edgar Bronfman, president of the World Jewish 
Congress, was scheduled’ to fly. from Brussels to 
Switzerland today for ‘talks with government and 
banking officials.
